“A majority of people believe that women 
of this clavs have no use for children, but 
they are mistaken. Prostitutes not only 
like to have children about them, but they 
are using the little things in this city tor 
the purpose of catching gulls. 

“There are a number of low women in 
this city who make it a business of walking 
the streets with little giris. They dress in 
the stylej of well-to-do married women and 
pace along the streets in an humble, mod- 
est, ladylike manner, but if you will watch 
one of themcilosely you will soon discover 
that she has set her eye on some wea'thy 
inarried man, and in nine cases out of ten 
he will fall into the trap as peacefully as an 
ae maid would snap up an offer of mar- 
riage. 

“Now, the littie girl is simply used asa 
decoy. She gives an air of respectability to 
the woman, and helps her out in her biack- 
mailing schemes. 

“T understand thereisadenin this city 
where children are gathered up and sold to 
prostitutes, and lam now looking it up. 
The house is kept by an old hussy, who 
gives out that she is working in the inter- 
est of humanity, and ali that kind of thing. 

“‘Whenever she hears of a baby that can- 
not be supported by its parents, or in the 
case of .uhe death of its mother, she applies 
for it, and informs its legal guardians that 
she will get the little thing a good home. 
As soon as the child is old enough to walk 
she sells it to a prostitute for alarge sum of 
money, and the innocent child is leased ont 
for life to a course of shame. 

“The custom comes from Paris, where 
prostitutes are educated up from infancy, 
and lam ata loss to know how it ever 
gained a footing in this-country. 

**Prostitutes who adopt littie girls in this 
manner have two objects in view. One is 
to use the child as a decoy at present and to 
live on her earnings after old age drives the 
woman. into seclusion, 

“A few weeks ago I saw an oldish-look- 
ing woman walking the streets with a bean- 
tiful young giri by her side. The girl could 
not have been over 17 years of age, and 
looked as fresh and pretty as —. girl you 
would wish to look upon. he older 
woman’s face struvck me as being familiar, 
so 1 followed her up, and I soon Jearned 
that she used to be the keeper ot a house of 
ill-fame in San Francisco. Now, the young 
girl is either the daughter of the woman or 
some unfortunate creature who left her lit- 
tie ona in mighty bad hands. 

“Il watched them awhile and soon discov- 
ered that the woman was working the 
blackmail scheme on business men. The 
two remained h°re several weeks, and from

This.an assistant 
placed on an exquisitely-adjusted $1600 
scale; the scalesman touched a spring, 
and the quivering indicator hovered 
over the central line of the scale. 
Other men poured the weighed dollars 
into similar bags, and, placing the 
corded bags on small trolleys, a burly 
porter dragged them to an assigned 
cell.

The Treasurer took me down to the | 
vault by meansof a small elevator 
which he ran himself. We made our 
exit by a flimsy, wooden, wire-screened | 
door, which an expert cracksman could , 
breathe agginst and demolish. There 
did not seem to be any especial espion- | 
age over visitors. At least I know. 
that I was not the recipient of any fur- | 
tive glances, but perhaps I escaped 
them because I was escorted by the 
Mikado himself. 

The last time that these vaults were 
robbed was, I believe, about eight years | 
ago. ‘The money taken then was in the 
form of bank notes. It would not be 
an easy matter to steal a‘satisfactory 
amount in silver, or even in gold. ' The 
thief followed in the wake of a party 
of sight-seers, ot whom the attendant 
in charge thought he was one. .

“BRITISH HONDURAS. 


A REMARKABLE TOWN IN CEN- 


THAL AMERICA, 


Mixed Government 
any ad Libitum—A Mysterious 
City—Baffied Kxplorers—Who Will 
Be the First to Discover it? 


(British Honduras) Oct. 18.— 


[Special Correspondence of Tres] 


The main street of this negro town 
runs parallel to the seashore for more 
than a mile, a few lesser streets diverg- 
ing from it. At one end stands the 
barracks, and at the other the govern- 
ment house, intersected midway by the 
Rio Belize, across which are thrown 
substantial bridges. The m ost pictur- 
esque. as well as the most costly of | 
these, is that near the mouth ot the. 
river, exactly opposite the little fort- 
crowned isle which looks not unlike 
Governor’s Island, near New York. 
The government house is beautifully 
located, with grassy lawns extending 
to the water’s edge, shaded by giant 
cocoanut trees. In the rear of it, ‘near 
a handsome Protestant church, is the 
negro common school, siipported by 
the local Government. The boys’ de- 
partment, we aretold, contains some 
250 pupils between the ages of 5 and 15, 
while the girls’ department is not 
nearly so well attended. Inquiring as 
tothe progress of the scholars, the 
teacher (a mulatto) fiformed me that 
the brightest are those who have in 
them the least negro blood, and that it 
is almost a hopeless task to try to teach 
“the young idea” of unadulterated 


African origin. 
There is also a Catholic college at 


. Belize, and both the Baptists and Wes-

As to the government of Belize, I 
cannot tell you much, for to my unen- 
lightened ankee mind. the British 
“institutions” are a puzzle of the tirst 
«water. There are five judicial courts 
here—the Supreme Court, the Grand 
Court, the Court of Ordinary and the 
Summary and Police Courts. 
Grand Court consists of seven judges, 
most of whom are “gentlemen of color,’’ 
and | noticed that the jurors’ box pre- 
sented an almost unbroken line of 
ebony faces; for in the political, 
as well as the’ social life of this queer 


- corner of creation, caste does not de- 


pend upon the tone of the skin, and 
there is no distinction whatever ‘n re- 
gard to complexion, even in marriage 
contracts. 

At one end of the courtroom is a 
bigh ee upon which is a large 
circular table, around which the judges 
sit in ponderous chairs of solid mahog- 
any, armed, high-backed and cush- 
ioned with crimson velvet; while over- 
head, fastened to the back wall, is a 
massive mahogany tablet bearing the 
arms of England. It is asserted that 
there has never been a real live lawyer 
in Belize, and, being no bar to prepare 
men for the bench, merchants, doctors, 
lumbermen or persons of any other av- 
ocation, whose character and general 
qualifications are up to the standerd of 
the countzy, are eligibie to judgeships, 

The Grand Court is thé highest trib- 
unal for the trial of civil causes, and 
has jurisdiction of all amounts above 
£15. Despite the absence of lawyers, 
there is no lack of legislation in Belize, 
for, being a place of large commercial 
transactions, contracts are daily made, 

rroken or misunderstood, requiring the 
intervention of some proper tribunal to. 
compel their fulfillmens or adjust tne 
differences. Therefore, the calendar 
always large and the courtroom 
crowded. 

The only appeal to to the decisions of 
this court is to the Queen, in council, 
but very seldom are causes carried up, 
‘hough the ingenuity of the bar as 

jilsewhere displayed in worming out 
the truth is bere conspicuously want- 
ing: Whatever bas caused this unprece- 
jJented drouth of legal ‘limbs’ I do 
not know. It may be arelicof the 
alga rejudices against the frater- 
nity a ingering in the minds of tse 
people—the same which, as early as 
1526, cropped out in the Spanish grant 
of that year, whereby the King gave 
all this section to Francisco de Mon- 
tejo, expressly stipulating that no law- 
yers or attorneys should be allowed to 
go into these lands, from the kingdom 
of Spain or anywhere els, alleging as 
areason therefor that. litigat: on and 
controversies would follow them. 

The barracks are situated at the 
extreme southern end of the town, on 
the opposite side of atiny bay. They 
are gurrisoned by negro soldiers, most 
bf whom were enlisted at the English 
recruiting stations in Africa. And 
fine-looking fellows they are—tall, ath- 
letic, their ebony faces shining above 
their red coats as though daily polished 
with “Bixby’s best; very warlike in 
appearance when bristling with steel 
mm the line.

fish abound, and the soil of the valleys 
is said to be ‘remarkably fertile. 

One day a party was made up, in- 
cluding ourselves and the resident 
American Consul, for an excursion up 
the Rio Belize. We went in a mahog- 
any pit-pan, sometbing like that owned 
by the Government, only, of course, 
not nearly so “swell”? as to cushions 
and curtains. But our ‘‘white-robed 
rowers, rowing in tune,’’ were as black 
as those of the barracks, and the 
songs they chanted were wild as those 
Nubian boatmen on the Nile. A few 
touches of their long paddles carried 
us rapidly the whole length of the 
town, shot us under the big bridge op- 
posite the fort, and hurried us on into 
the still expanse of the majestic river, 
till soon we were in a solitude as per- 
fect as if thousands of miles beyond 
the abodes of man. 

The Rio Belize. rising m the Montana 
de Delores, near Lake Peten, and cross- 
ing the center of Britis Honduras, is 
the great for interior com- 
merce, its pit-pans bringing down to 
a huge mahogany bowls, baskets, 
pa uddles, etc., of Indian manufacture. 

sides the sugar, cotton, sarsaparilla. 
dye-stuff and other commodities of the 
country. The real source of the mighty 
stream is little known to civilized man. 
On each side of it stretches a dense, 
unbroken forest, the giant trees, which 
seem to grow out of the water, spread- 
ing their branches across in perpetual 
twilight, their shapes reflected in the 
still water as in a mirror. 

The region of its head waters is still 
occupied by the aboriginal owners, who 
are as wild and free today as when 
Cortez found them. The most we can 
learn of it is that the Wonderful Laguna 

dei Peten lies 500 feet above the level 
of the sea, and is about twenty-five 
miles long by five wide and thirty fath- 
oms deep. Jn this lake are several 
islands. the largest of which—al!so 
called Peten—is steep and lofty. It 
was formerly the central seat of the 
Itras Indians, after their expulsion 
from Itzamual] and then from Chichen; 
and in the ancient town upon it—now 
known as Flores—the skeleton of the 
all-conquering Spaniard’s horse was set 
up and worshiped as a god by the as- 
tonished Indians. 

The wildest rumors are afloat con- 
cerning this lovely city, and it 
is difficult to distinguish be. 
tween fact and_ fancy. Mr. 
Stephens says that the Curé of Quiché 
(an Indian town in Guatemala) told 
him that he (the Curé) bad seen it from 
the ridge of some high mountains vis- 
ible from that place, and that the walls 
were of silver, which glittered in the 
sun with inconceivable brilliancy. But 
the difficulties in the way deterred even 
an en traveler like Stephens from 
attempting its exploration. It ig evi- 
dent, however, that he believed the 
story, though possibly with some grains 
of allowance, for he sums up the result 
uf all his explorations as follows: ‘‘l 
conceive it to be not impossible that 
within this secluded region exists, at 
this day, unknown to white men, a liv- 
ing, aboriginal city, occupied by relics 
of the ancient race, who still worship 
iu the temples of their fathers.”’ 

It was 40 years ago that Stephens

aboriginal roam with all 
the freedom of their ancestors, the 
‘*Phantom City”? really exists, as de- 
scribed by so many authorities, is not 
this region more worthy of exploration 
than the heart of Africa or the Polar 
Sea? To find the key to lost arts and 
manufactures; to discover a_ people 
still retaining the right of sacrifice and 
al! the customs of their ancient pro- 
genitors, should be sufficient incentive. 
But so far, alas! like the young Balti- 
moreans, those who go never return to 
tell the tale of their explorations.

CHINKSt KOCONOMY., 


Where They Live Well on a Penny a 
Day. 
| North China Herald.} 

The Chinese are preéminently eco- 
nomical, whether it be in limiting the 
number of wants, in preventing waste 
or in adjustin forces in such a man- 
ner as to make a little represent a 
great deal. The universal diet con- 
sists of rice, beans, millet, garden 
vegetables and fish, with a little meat 
on high festivals. Wholesome foud in 
abundance may be supplied at less 
thar a penny a day for each adult, and 
even in famine times thousands of per- 
sons have been kept alive for months 
on about a haif-penny a day each. 
This implies the existence of a 
high degree of culinary. skill in 
the Chinese. Their modes of pre- 
paring food are thorough and vari- 
ous. There is no waste; everything 
is made to do as much duty as possible. 
What is left is the veriest trifle. The 
physical condition of the Chinese dog 
or cat, who has to live on the leavings 
of the family, shows this; they are 
clearly kept on starvation allowances. 
The Chinese are not extremely fas- 
tidious in regard to food; all is fish 
that comes to “their net. and most 
things come their souner or later. In 
the north the horse, the mule, the don- 
key are in universal use, and in some 
districts the camel also does duty. It 
muss be understood that the practice 
is to eat ail of these animals as soon 
as they expire, whether the cause 
of death accident, old 

age or disease. This is done as a mat- 
ter of course, and the fact that the ani- 
mal has died of an epidemic malady 
does not alter its ultimate destination. 
Certain disturbances of the human or- 
ganization, due te eating diseased 
meat. are well recognized among the 
people; but it is considered better to 
eat the meat, the cheapness of which 
is certain, and run the risk of the con- 
sequences, which are not quite certain, 
than to buy dear meat even with the 
assurance of no evil results. Indeed, 
the meat of animals which have died 
of ‘ordinary ailments rather 
dearer than that of those 
which have died in an _ epidemic 
pleuro-pneumonia. Another 
example of careful, calculating econ- 
omy is the construction of the cooking 
pots and boilers, the bottoms of which, 
are as thin as possible that the contents 

os boil all the sooner, for fuel is scarce 
dear “and consists generally of 

me but, the stalks and roots of the 
, crops, which make a rapid blaze and 


disappear. The business of gathering 
»fuel is committed to children, for one 
who can do nothing else can at least 
pick up straws and leaves and weeds. 
In autumn and winter a vast army of 
fuel gatherers spread over the land. 
Boys ascend trees and beat them with 
clubs to shake. :. the leaves; the very 
straws get no time to show which way 
the wind blows before they are 
annexed by some enterprising collector. 
Similarly professional manure col!ect- 
ors swarm over all the roads of tie 
country.g Chinese women carry th 8 
minute Ronomy into their dress; noth- 
ing comes amiss to them; if it is not 
used in one place it is in another where 
it appears a thing of beauty. Foreign 
residents who give their cast-off clothes 
away to Chinese may be assured that 
the career of usefulness of these gar- 
ments is at last abdut to commence. 
Chinese wheelbarrows squeak for the 
want of a few drops of oil; but to peo- 
ple who have no nerves the squeak is 
cheaper than theoil. Similarly, dirt is 
cheaper than hot water, and so, asarule 
the people do not wash; the motto, 
‘Cheaper than dirt,” which the soap 
dealer puts in his windows, could not 
be made-inteHigible to the Chinese. To 
them the sh foreigners are mere 
soap-wasters. Scarcely any tool can be 
got ready made; it is so much cheaper 
to buy the parts and put theni together 
for yourself, and as almost everybody 
takes this view, ready-made tools 
are not to be ‘got. Two rooms 
are dimly lighted with a single lamp 
deftly placed ina hole in the divid- 
ing wall. Chinese, in fact, seem to be 
capable of doing almost anything by 
means of almost nothing. They will 
give you an iron foundry on a minute 
scale of completeness in a back yard, 
and will make in an hour a cooking 
range. of strong and perfect draft, out 
of a pile of mud bricks, lasting indeti- 


nothing. The old woman, who in her 
last moments hobbled as near as possi- 
ble to the family graveyard, in order to 
die so as to avoid the expense of coffin- 
bearers forso long a distance, was a 
characteristic Chinese. 


The Phonograph a Success. 

The first attempt to record a public 
speech by means of the phonograph 
was made at a ptlitical rally in New 
York recently. A funnel seven feet 
long was placed in front of the plat- 
form, connecting with the transmitter 
of the phonograph. After the meeting 
the instrument was tested, and the ex- 
periment found to have been entirely 
successful, the speaker’s voice being 
heard as distinetly as in the original 
address, together with sounds of the 
applause and the music.

“Mr. Phelps, who is staying at my house, 
informs me that Mr. Bayard’s request for 
your recall is not based ‘upon the TStter to 
Murchison, but upon a pbewspaper inter- 
view. lrepied that 1 was giad it was not 
true that the request was due to the 
writing of a letter which was made public 
only by a betrayal of contidence, and it 
was hardiy practicable to lay down the 
principle that a diplomatic representativ 
should be prvhibited from expressing, even 
privately, any opinion upon events passing 
in the country to which he is accredited. 


You must b® taken as having intended it 
for publication, Before admitting the need 
| for a recall I was bound, in justice to you, 
to know exactly what the alleged objec- 
tionable language was. I therefore asked 
Mr. Phelpsfor a copy of the interview, so 
as to ascertain from you whether you had 
been accurately reported. I told himl 
would then bring the matter before my col- 
leagues. Phelps replied that he had not re- 
ceived the text of the interview, but would 
take steps to procure it. 1t was conse- 
quently understood that until a copy was 
received there should be uo answer to the 
request for your recail.”’ 

On October 28th Lord Sackville sent the 
following communication to Lord Salis- 
bury: 

“The letter wasa political Republican 
plot. Lhave maiied an explanation. The 
plot was due to the approaching election. 
If my recall is demanded, I beg to express 
deep regret at what has occurred.”

the forwarding of x pe To this, on 
the next day, Mr. Phelps made reply as fol- 
ows:

1t was not in- 
tended that the letter should have no part 
in the reasons for the request for the recall 
of Lord Sackville. 1 did say that the Min-

A letter writteh by Lord Sackville on 
October 26th was received by Lord Salis- 
bury en the 4th inst.

Alessandro is a station on the Cali- 
fornia Central Railroad, and cons sts 
ot a botel, store, postoftice, etc., with 
two or three residences. ‘here is not 
a great amount of building going on 
bere just now, and there secms to bé 

quite a lull ip the real-estate market. 

The Alessandreans are looking for a

Perris is a non-pretentious village a 
few miles south of Alessandro. 
tains a brickyard, two hotels, restau- 
rant, two blacksmith shops, live stores, 
two saloons, both kept by Democrats, 
and a lively” little newspaper of Lhe Re- 

ublican persuasion, a church and a 

WOO schoolhouse in course of con- 
struction. The city is three years old, 
contains 260 inhabitants, the precinct 
has 144 voles, an even half of which are 
solid tor Harrison, 9 Protibition- 
ists, the remaining 63 being divided be- 
tween Democrats and doubiful. In 
any event the Republicans have a ma- 
jority in this as in every other precinet 
mm Southern California that I have vis- 
ited. As usual, the Democrats have a 
monopoly of the saloon business. 

The Good Hope quartz mines are lo- 
cated about half way between Perris 
and Elsinore, a little west of the_rail- 
road. ‘Che works are idle at present, 
but the proprietors expect to tire up 
in two or three weeks. 

Elsinore is a beautiful little city on 
the eust shore of the Big Laguna. 
is in the heart of @ eountry that will 
one day make a noise in the world. 
Fourteen different varieties of clay are 
found in thi8»vicinity, including the 
very finest kind of pottery clay. Ex- 
tensive terra cotta works are located 
here, and operated by a Los Angeles 
company. They turn out large quan- 
tities of fire brick and sewer pipe, and 
are only-awaiting the advent of a rail- 
road to the clay banks to increase 
their operations many fold. <A good 
article of coal is also found here, whieh 


also. needs transportation facilities 
to make it a _ success. The 
town is well supplied with hotels, 


boarding-houses and business houses, 
of every descr'ption usually found in 
towns of this size,.and an extensive 
establishmens for administering min- 
eral and other baths. 

- Elsinore Lake is a beautiful sheet of 


water. If it were onlv located in the 
vicinity of Los Angeles there 
would “tbe millhons in it.” The 


lake is said to be seven miles long by 
three miles in average width, and is 
ubout 21 miles in circumference. It is 
in contemplation to surround the lake 
with a beautiful drive or boulevard. 


When this is done, and the trees have 


acquired a few years’ growth, it will 
form one of the most charming places 
on the continent. Even now, almost 
in a state of nature, it is beautiful. 

The valley su: ports two news- 
papers, the News and the Tran- 
script, in om shape, and 
there are tour church organizations— 
the Catholic, Methodist, Presbyterian 
and Christian. The city ‘is dry, though 
on the bank of a lake, and Republican 
in politics. The valley registered 340 
voters, of whom 160 are oultspeken Re- 
publicans, 40 Prohibitionists—and 140 
Democrats and undecided. 

The little town of Wildomar is situ- 
ated about two miles south of the la- 
guna, and is said to be pros ee 

Lucerne, north of the is a 
sightly little town, in! for a 
health resort. The situation being 
high and dry, it is admirably adapied 
for such a purpose. 

A good long. drive by the coal mines 
and down the cafion by Temescal took 
me to South Riverside. The South 
R.verside Company is developing lots 
of water and has it piped to the lands. 
There are several artesian wells in the 
neighborhood of Temescal and more 
are being bored. I had the pleasure of 
meeting Col. B. J. Lee of the Grand 
Army at the postoftice. I asked him 
how the bo s were going tovote. He 
replied: voted for Cleveland four 
years ugo, but have enough of him. 1 
donot think [ will ever again vote the 
Democratic ticket, and the Grand 
Army boys almost ali think as I do. O: 
course, I suppose an odd one here and 
there may vote for Cleveland, but very 
few of them will do so.” 

South Riverside is situated near the 
mouth of the Temescal wash, on the 
mesa. It has- a good soil, plenty of 
water and a beautiful climate. /It con- 
tains a splendid hotel, a fine brick 
block—in which are located the bank,

The information 
was that Lord Sackville is now re- 
gaided as an individual by oo State 
Department, and that he is at ||berty to 
regulate bis own movements. Hb can re- 
main in Washington indefiniiely, but 
he is, in an official sense, Lo more than 
the humbiest man ‘who walks the 
streets. Heis not nor will he be recog- 
nized in any sort of official capacity. 
There is something in the nature of a 
legend about the depariment that the 
custom once prevailed of hurrying a 
disgraced minister away without cere- 
mony, but it is admitted that such 
practice, if it ever really existed, has 
fallen into innocvous desuetude. At 
allevents the best authorities in the 
department in regard to diplomatic 
etiquette concede that Minister West 
can consult his own pleasure and con- 
venience as to leaving. For ali diplo- 
matic negotiations the official of the 
legation next in rank to the Minister 
will now be reeognized. 

NO COPY OF THE LETTER TO MINISTER 

WEsT TO BE OBTAINED. 

The Star reporter endeavored to ob- 
tain a copy of the letter sent by Secre- 
turv Bayard to. Minister West notifying 
him of his summary dismissal, but it 
was refused. Secretary Bayard holds 
that it was in the nature of a private 
communication, and that he is not at 
liberty to make it public. With regard 
to the published letter purporting to be 
a copy of the one transmitted to Lord 
Sackville, the Star reporter was assured 
that 1t was not genuine. 

‘It is not,”’ said a State Department 
official, ‘*‘a copy of the letter. That 
levter has not been given to anybody 
from this denartment, and, apparently, 
it has not been given out by Lord Sack- 
ville, for that alleged copy published is 
altogether wrong.”’ 

AN AMERICAN LADY AS MISTRESS OF 
THE BRITISH LEGATION. 

Within about two weeks an Ameri- 
can lady will. be the. mistress of the 
British Legation at Washington. This 
is an interesting and curious outcome 
of the Lord “sackville controversy. 
There isnow no British Minister at 
Washington. That office became va- 
cant onthe notification of Lord Sack- 
ville that the President would have no 
further official communication with 
him. This does not leave the British 
Government unrepresented here. The 
attachés of the legation are not the 


Minister’s personal staff, and his 
dismissal or recall does uot af- 
their position. The  sec- 
retary next rank to the 


Minister at once becomes acting minis- 
ter, and all official commun:cations are 
through him. Mr. Edwardes, the first 
secretary of the British Legation, is 
now absent, and is not expected to re- 
turn for some time. Mr. Michael Her- 
bert, recently: made second secretary, 
will become acting minister until Lord 
Sackville’s successor is appointed, or 

until Mr. Edwardes’s return. Mr. Her- 
bert recently arrived here from Europe, 
and ‘is to be married to Miss Leila Wil- 
son of New York. Tue bride will thus 
become the head of the legation house- 
hold in this city as long as Mr. Her- 
bert is acting minister. 

LORD SACKVILLE 8 INTENTIONS. 

There was natutally much specula- 
tion as to the probable course of Lord 
Sackville, the British Minister, in the 
present embarrassing state of affairs. 
it was thought the move most agree- 
able to bim would be immediate de- 
parture from Washington, but a gen- 
tleman ina position to know told a 
Star reporter this afternoon that he did 
not think Lord Sackville would ve in 
any hurry to leave here. He said: “I 
have not seen the. Minister myself, but 
a friend of mine who talked wich him 
last night was told that he did not con- 
template immediate departure. There 
is no doubt Lord Sackville feels keenly 
the humiliation that has come to him. He 
is not crushed, however, but indignant 
at what he regards as the unfair man- 
ner, to put it mildly, in which he has, 
been treated, and if he were to speak 
his’ mind freely he would say some 
things not calculated to remove the un- 
pleasantness. now existing between 
America and England. I don’t think 
it at all pr bable Lord Sackville will 
leave here betore election. He will 
wait to receive instructions from his 
government, and dipl matic affairs al- 
ways move slowly, except when their 
movement is accelerated by some such 
decisive action as that taken by the 
President vesterday.”’ 

THEY HAVE NOTHING TO SAY AT THE 
LEGATION BUILDING. 

At«tHe British Minister’s residence 
perfect silence is maintained on the 
subject of the President’s action. Lord 
Sackville refused to see anyone today, 
and those present said merely that the 
Minister had learned from experience 
not:.to talk, and that all was un- 
certainty as to his departure from 
Washington. His retirement from his 
position in this country does not, of 
course, retire him from the diplomatic 
service of his country. What his po- 
sition will be at home will depend 


chiefly upon his influence’ there 
and the disposition of the} 
British toward this Government. 


He has been for forty-three years in 
the diplomatic service of his country, 
and may be retired, but such retire- 
ment would, in effect, be his disgrace. 
If the British Government determines 
to sustain him he will receive an ap- 
pointment of equal rank to the one he 
retires from. 
to a higher mission. This would be 
regarded as intended to rebuke the 
action of this country. However, 
there is noth. ng in the mere retirement 
of Lord Sackville that should in itself 
disturb the friendly relations in this 
country. We are at perfect liberty to 
refuse to have communication witha 
foreign minister without such refusal 
being construed into an untriendly act 
towards the nation he represents. The 
new British Minister will have it in his 
power to establish most cordial rela- 
téens if he is sa mun of tact.

“POINTS ABOUT THK PROGRESS 


OF A PROSPEROUCS TOWN. 


Enterprising Citizens—New School 


for 
Cost 


Building — Accommodation 
Two Hundred Pupils—To 
$10,000—Public Library. 


GARVANZA, Nov. 5,—[Correspond- 
ence of THe Tres.] Garvanza is 
rapidly becoming a large and flourish- 
ing suburban town. Situated as Gar- 
vanza is, between two of the most pros- 
perous cities in the county—Los Ange- 
les and Pasadena—and in such close 
proximity to them, it is only to be ex- 
pected that she should partake in some 
degree of their prosperity. But the 


’ true secret of her rapid growth lies in 


the fact that she possesses a number of 
enterprising citizens, who are deter- 
mined that Garvanza shall keep up 
with the progress of the country. As 
proof of this, it is only necessary to 
point to the number of fine buildings 
either completed or in process of con- 
struction in the town. No Jess than 
three public buildings, two churches 
and a schoolhouse are now in an ad- 
vanced stage of construction, to say 
nothing of numerous other buildin 
for private parties; and these public 
buildings are brought into existence by 
the votes of these public-spirited and 
enterprising citizens. 

Your correspondent yesterday had 
the pleasure of making an inspection of 
the work now in progress on the school 
building, and the contractor, 
Overton, kindly gave all the informa- 
tion asked for as to what it will be like 
when completed. The frame is now all 
up and the roof being finished, and the 
fifteen carpenters, all residents of Gar- 
vanza, who are engaged onit, are rush- 
ing it forward to completion as fast as 
possible. In outside appearance it 1s 
only necessary to say that it will make 
an object on which the eye will rest 
with delight, an admiration to all be- 


. holders, while in the internal arrange- 


ments it will be as complete and con- 
venient as the inventive genius of the 
most skilled architects can make it. 

On the first floor a large vestibule and 
spacious hall give easy access to the 
three schoolrooms and the ward- 
robes and anterooms connected with 
them, while a wide stairway leads to 
the rooms on the second floor. On the 
second floor is anether schoelroom, 
whith, with the three downstairs, will 
furnish ample accommodation for 200 

upils, and, in addition to this, there 
is a large assembly-room on this floor, 
28x55 feet, which can, when more ac- 
commodation for scholars is needed, be 
readily converted intotwo rooms simi- 
lar to the other, seating over a hundred 
more. For the present, however, this 
room is intended to be used for holding 
lectures, meetings, etc. There are 
three wardrobes to every room, two 
being for the use of the scholars and 
the other for the teachers. These ward- 
robes are to be fitted up with wash hand- 
basins and every necessary conyen- 
ience. 

Another very impertant thing about 
this building is that there 1s still 
another room on the second floer which 
is directly over the entrance in the 
tower on the southeast corner 
of the This room is in- 

ibrary for the use of 
the town, and its windows looking out 
on the southeast and southwes: afford 
a particularly fine view of Garvanza 


and much of the surrounding country. 


It can easily be seen that this room 
when furnished with a good library 
will make a very attractive place, 
where the tourist or the citizen weary 
of the turmoil of business may spend a 
few moments of quiet repose, drawing 
comfort and new inspiration froin the 
volumes of some gifted author. A 
public library is a thing every town 
should have, 

A separate stairway in the upper hall 
gives access to a large open sp‘\ce over 
the library and under the roof of the 
tower. From here, looking out on all 
sides, a most beautiful view of the 
country is to be had. Looking west- 
ward a part of the city of Los Aaz)ius 
can plainly be seen between the hills, 
thence the delighted eye wanders up 
the valley, dotted all over with com- 
fortable homes, nestling amid trees and 
flowers, along the tree-dotted Arroyo 


Seco, over the town of Gar- 
vanza—a tewn which has sprung 
into existence in two years; 


Lincoln Park, with its stately oaks; 
South Pasadena, with its orange groves 
and vineyards, the magnificent Ray- 
mond Hotel, thence northward over a 
glorious panorama of mountains, hills 
and valleys, and back to the point of 
starting. But one look is not enough; 
the eye never tires of gazing over such 


sublime scenery and very unwillingly 


araws itself away to retnrn to the bus- 


-iness of life. The excellent view which 


1s to be obtained from every window 
in the building proves that the choice 
made in the selection of the site for 
this important building was a good 
one. 

Lhe total cost of the building will be 
about $10,000, and it is expected to be 
ready for occupancy by the new year. 
A hot-air furnace, located in the base- 
ment, will furnish artificiai heat when- 
ever needed. Mr. Overton, the con- 
tractor, is a thorough master of his 
business, and will be certain to make 
an edifice that will be a credit not only 
to him, but also to the town of Gar- 
vanza. A. J. T. 


SACKVILLE SOOIALLY. 


- Snubbineg His Daughter. 
| Phiadelphia Times.) 

There are many things to indicate 
that the position of Lord Sackville at 
Washington has been irksome to him 
for a long time, and that he has been 
far from satisfied with the icy formal- 
ity with which he has everywhere been 
received almost since he came to this 
country. He is a strange man, with 
two idiosyncrasies that peculiarly unfit 
him for anything approaching popular- 
ity in this country. One is an exaitea 
notion of the importance of family and 
title, and the other a latitudinarian dis- 
regard of the conventionalities, espe- 
cially those of the family life, that in 
this country, without an aristocracy to 
eet a vicious example, are so pure and 
strong. 

In family connection he has a pe- 
culiar interest to Philadelphians as the 
present head of the De la Warrs, from 
whom the river and bay take their 
names. When he came to this country, 
instead of taking one of the New York 
steamers, he came on one of the Na- 
tional line, in order to sail up the bay 
to which his ancestor gave his namea 
century and a half ago. All who met 
Lord Sackville, then Sir, Lionel Sack- 
ville- West, on that occasion were im- 
pressed with his hauteur,his narrowness 
and his generally unpleasant British 
peculiarities. 

The present complication is really a 
social as well as a political one, and it 
will possibly be found in the end that 
the social aspect of the relation of Lord 
Sackville and his family with the Presi- 
dent and members of the Cabinet and 
their wives may have led up to this 
climax. It is curious also that social 
questions have been involved in several

President Arthur, being a 
widower, was very friendly disposed, 
aud his attentions to Miss West were 
at one time so marked as to be the oc; 
casion of much gossip at the capital. 

With the advent of Mrs. Cleveland 
in the White House the social status of 
Minister West and the Misses West in 
official circles completely and wholly 
collapsed. She refused, peremptorily 
and uncempromisingly, to have ans- 
thing todo with them socially. This 
was gall and wormwood to Lord Sack- 
ville, and it is undoubtedly to this cir- 
cumstance that is owing more than 
anything else the departure of the 
Misses West for Europe. In this view 
of the case Lord sSackville’s letter 
assumes the nature of a Parthian shot.

Sewage—The Weat System Criticised 
Los ANGELES, Oct. 27.—{To the 
Editor of Tue Timxs.]—I see by your 
paper this morning the recommenda- 
tion of the City Council to let the con- 
tract to the West Sewerage Company 
for the disposition of the sewerage 
matter of the city. Are the City Coun- 
cil, and more particularly the tax- 
payers, thoroughly conversant with 
what they are doing? Are they thor- 
oughly enlightened as to the scientific 
workings of what they intend to do? 
For when I say scientific I mean, and 
you will find it so ere too late, in 
all your matters, public an1 private, re- 
lating to sewers, that unless er bring 
it down to science it will fail both in 
theory as in practice. In the first 
place, vou have to figure out te 
capita of the population what each day 
will peer through those beds, and what 
will be the rainshed per acre when you 
have the rainy season, because it is a 
matter of vital importance to have this 
betore your notice, for supposing you 
make those beds and have them 
for the dry season, and some 
night, whilst you are in bed, there 
comes a storm, and your sewerage sys- 
tem refuses to do its work, where are 
you? The consequence will be that it 
will back up and the gases will be 
forced into your homes, and all that 
= hold dear to you will have to 
reathe its deadly fumes. It is not my 
place to condemn or to make sugges- 
tions, being a stranger, but a few lead- 
ing gentlemen, knowing that I came 
to stay, and hearing my opinion, asked 
me to make it public. Secondly, in all 
due respect to the honorable committee 
who went to report, are they aware 
that the West system is only an experi- 
ment? At Chicago, where I have lived 
for eighteen years, it has been a great 
problem for us, and where the sewerage 
system has cost millions of dollars. 
Den’t you think that they would adopt 
it if it was feasible? Two years ago 
they employed the best engineering 
talent that could be procured, and if 
the West system was perfect don’t you 
think that they would. adopt it? Dia 
your committee goto the Commissioner 
of Public Works and get any solution 
of their system? It is all very well 
to take a pet scheme and nurse it 
like a little baby, and another to look 
ahead and see what the outcome will 
be of it after Atlantic City has a popu- 
lation of 12,000 inhabitants regular. 
But there is one thing sure, it will bea 
long while before it reaches a perma- 
nent population of 100,000, and it can- 
not bear any analogy to Los Angeles. 
The climate is far different. Los An- 
eles is a city of growth, and its popu- 
ation is doubling every four years, and 
every four years you must, if you 
study the sanitary conditionsof your 
city, keep up your sewerage capacity, 
and what you do today you will not 
have to undo and do over again here- 
after. Then again, you have to take 
the whole system of sewerage as it is 
and begin on a new scale and make 
them large and permanent, so that they 
can be extended with the growth of 
thecity. Take Chicago: it has three 
main outlets of nine feet in diameter. 
New York has five; one ef them is 14 
feet in diameter. Now, I would like 
to know if the West system could take 
care of either New York or Chicago. 
Atlantic City and Pullman are no 
comparison to either. Pullman 
is only a village outside Chicago, 
owned and controlled by the Pullman 
Palace Car Company, who bas its shops 
there, and where a man, if he does not 
work for the company, cannot stay. 
It is, as I said, no comparison—the one 


work shop. 

Let everyone, and all those interested 
in it, bear this in mind, that this is 
something to take home and read, 
mark, learn, and inwardly digest, that 
of all matters of importance to the! 
health of the city the sewerage and 
sanitary condition should be the first 
thought above all else. And have 
none to look at it except men of sci- 
enee, for of all things in a house or 
home it is the sanitary condition that 


you cannot enjoy it; and until this city 
controls it by appointing inspectors 
you cannot have it, for bad work and 
unsafe material will always keep com- 
ing 1n to the detriment of health, and 
will always be a promoter of disease.

He said that 
his ticket was given him by ancther Mex- 
ican, and that he did not know what it eon-
